The story of Australian soc- 
cer’s blackest day is a story 
about efficient planning by 
John Adshead his Kiwis.

The Kiwis closed them down 
quickly all over the field, and 
when they did so the Socceroos 
invariably played the ball 
square because, with no-one 
running constructively, there 
was no other choice. 

Only rarely did we see two 
or three passes strung togeth- 
er, there was no calculated 
build-up, long or high kicks 
were the order of the day, fi- 
nesse was totally absent. 

Australia’s scoring attempts 
were confined to speculative 
long shots by Tony Henderson 
and substitute Gary Cole, and 
two headers late in the game 
by Murray Barnes. 

There were few successes in 
this team — Henderson won in 
the alr and he tried hard to 
push the team forward, Alan 


Davidson was all ene and 
action as usual, John Yzen- 
doorn was efficient and re- 
liable as sweeper and Steve 
Blair, assigned to mark Brian 
Turner, his job well.

According 
to sources close to the “‘boss”’ 
Burgsmuller “does not fit’ 
into the national! side. 


There have been persistent 
rumours that Fortuna Dussel- 
dorf have, or are making ap- 
proaches to Southampton for 
the England national team 
captain Kevin Keegan. The 
Star player, who spent three 
years in West Germany with 
the Hamburger SV, is said to 
be unhappy in Southampton 
where he has been plagued by 
more injuries, than in his 
entire previous footballing ca- 
reer. 


Keegan has, however, an- 
other year of his contract to 
run, after which he can be 
transferred for just 100,000 
pound — according to a special 
clause in his contract. 


Plans to launch one single 
Second Division as from next 
season are well advanced. The 
independent tribunal rejected 
the protest by 27 clubs against 
the early formation, as 
groundless, On the other hand 
epponents of the new league 
persuaded the tribunal to over- 
rule a DFB proposal that 
every club must have a ground 
capacity of 20,000 at least, with 
3,000 seats plus floodlighting of 
700 Lux, before they are ad- 
mitted. The DFB was ordered 
by the tribunal to work out new 
criteria for admission to the 
new Second Division. It is pro- 
posed to take into account the 
potential of every club and fix 
a minimum capacity at 15,000. 


Floodlighting, however, will 
be obligatory. But because of 
present high costs of install- 
ation the clubs will be given 
till August 1, 1984 to make the 
necessary improvements. In 
cases of hardship this deadline 





























will be extended. Since the 
grounds are mostly owned by 
local councils, they too will 
have to pass on any costs on to 
the ratepayers. Thus the 
present Second Division North 
and South comprising together 
42 clubs (North 22, South 20), 
will be disbanded and a new 
streamlined League in- 
troduced 


These reforms became nec- 
essary because of the financial 
plight of many smaller clubs 
who cannot keep up their pro- 
fessional status and are be- 
coming a burden on the local 


But whether the new system 
is going to solve the problem is 
debatable, if only because the 
clubs will now face travelling 
longer distances and higher 
costs of transport. 


These will hardly be covered 
from receipts at the gate 
alone, nor sponsorship. Of 
course, in the interests of foot- 
ball generally a single Second 
Division is more acceptable, 
though this will reduce the 
number of professional clubs 
and players considerably and 
put many of them out of the 


authorities and the DFB.

In addition, many clubs have 
pruned playing staffs and 
while the importation of big 
name players from Europe 
and South America continues 
it is now on a reduced scale. 

Other club overheads such 
as the vast army of non-play- 
ing staff are also being trim- 
med to more realistic propor- 
tions. 

‘ ALl-in-all it will provide a 

healthier set-up and in this 
art of the world efficiency 
calls for ruthlessness. 

Calgary Boomers, whose 
millionaire president Nelson 
Skalbania from Vancouver, 
took over the franchise of 
Memphis Rogues, have spent 
heavily mainly on German 
players who include Helmut 
Kremers, the former West 
German international who was 
a member of their 1974 World 
Cup winning squad.

Rudi Gutendorf is gone, 
our Worid Cup chances — 
mathematical possibilites 
not withstanding -—-— are 
almost certainly gone.

And yet, out of the shambles Aus- 
tralian soccer could rise like the 
Phoenix from the ashes: but will it? 

It seems we said the same thing 
after the Jimmy Shoulder disaster, 
the Brian Green fiasco and on innu- 
merable other occasions — and 
nothing very positive happened 

Gutendort failed dismally as a 
coach charged with building a side 
capable of challenging for the World 
Cup. The results prove this and he 
paid the inevitable penalty. 

However, hopes of learning from 
this episode and planning for the 
future were shattered almost as 
soon as the final whistie sounded at 
the Sydney Cricket Ground last Sat- 
urday, 

They were shattered by the in- 
decent and unseemly hast of Sir 
Arthur George to hang all the blame 
around Rudi’s neck, followed by his 
wildy reported glib remark on 
Sunday that Rudi ‘will be forgotten 
in three months.” 

If this is true then Australian 
socer deserves to be in its present 
sorry state of affairs 

Sir Arthur's denial that the ASF 
administration has any blame to 
bear is incredible 

In fact, it is incredible enough for 
him to show the same strength of 
character as Rudi has and resign 
immediately as national president. 

For too long now one man has 
completely dominated Australian 
soccer and what have we to show 
for it? 

A huge increase in sponsorship on 
the credit side no doubt about that 
But the debits are overwhelming 

. The large sums were used on pro- 
jects which, in my opinion, have 
done very little to advance soccer's 
course in Australia.

The blame lies with Sir Arthur, 
who, at the outset of his presidency 
some 10 years ago — and even, alas,

Frankly, we should have believed 
him all those years ago and won- 
dered why he became president 

Under the stultifying burden of 
his very strong personality the ad- 
ministrative scene of national 
soccer is a wasteland. 

Where are the up-and-coming 
capable administrators whom he 
should be handing over to anyway, 
even if success had come our way? 

There is a place for the ASF pres- 
ident in soccer, in the area of the 
code's financia] administration 
where his huge talents should be 
utilised. Not in administration of 
the game wher embarassing slip- 
ups recur with monotonous regu- 
larity. Just recall the Kenny Boden 
naturalisation saga, the ridicufous 
scehedule of matches on last year’s 
world tour, the appointment of 
Jimmy Shoulder, the emrbarass- 
ment of Brian Green 

The list is seemingly endless 

The PSL is dying on its feet, the 
crowds are a fraction of what the 
were 20 years ago and people wit 
real contributions to make are 
hounded out of the game by some 
shameful ethnic inferiority complex 
on the part of those who are now in 


charge. 

Sir Arthur and those around him, 
but especially the ASF president, 
always has been ready and willing 
to bask in the glory of the few suc- 
cesses we have achieved — and 
Tightly so! 

Such readiness to accept priase 








implies a responsibility also to 
accept the blame when it rains 
down in buckets, as it does now 

Yes, gentlemen of the ASF, the 
administration is to be blamed for 
the present hole Australian soccer 
finds itself in 

It was you who dug that hole. 

It's time for new ideas, new 
people, new faces — or even some 
capable old ones — to run soccer. 

It's time the few followers of the 
game still around were given what 
they wanted, not what one or two 
people feel! they ought to get
